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ICE  CREAM  PRODUCTION 

Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  in  December^  estimated  at 
44^570; 000  gallons^  was  larger  than  in  any  previous  December  except  1959;  according 
to  the  Crop  Reporting' Board.  Output  was  1 percent  more  than  in  December  i960  and 
was  9 percent  larger  than  the  1955-59  average  for  the  laonth.  The  seasonal  decrease 
from  November  was  8 percent,  compared  with  7 percent  at  this  time  in  i960  and  4 per- 
cent on  the  average  in  the  5 -year  period.  Temperatures  during  December  averaged 
colder  than  normal  in  most  of  the  country  except:  (l)  a southern  border  strip  from 
southern  New  Mexico  to  the  Gulf  and  South  Atlantic  coasts,  (2)  a northern  border 
area  including  portions  of  Great  Lakes  States  and  the  Northeast,  and  (3)  a section 
of  the  Northwest.  Ttie  I96I  production  of  ice  cream  was  estimated  at  699; 'i-55; 000 
gallons,  only  fractionally  larger  than  in  i960,  but  7 percent  more  than  the  5 -year 
average . 

Compared  with  December  i960,  changes  in  ice  cream  manufacture  by  regions  were 
varied.  Production  was  7 percent  larger  in  the  North  Atlantic  States,  where  it  was 
15  percent  greater  in  New  Yorl:,  but  only  1 percent  more  in  Pennsylvania.  Other 
regional  gains  were  1 percent  in  the  South  Central  States  and  2 percent  in  the 
Mountain.  Output  was  about  the  same  as  a year  earlier  in  the  East  North  Central 
Region.  Production  was  down  2 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region^  and  5 percent 
in  the  West  North  Central.  Output  was  4 percent  less  in  the  Pacific  States,  where 
it  was  also  4 percent  smaller  in  California. 

Compared  with  the  December  1955-59  average,  increases  in  all  regions  ranged 
from  2 piercent  in  both  the  Pacific  and  the  South  Central  to  I3  percent  in  the  North 
Atlantic.  In  the  three  leading  ice-cream-producing  states,  production  was  up  1 per- 
cent in  California  and  26  percent  in  New  York,  while  it  was  unchanged  in  Pennsylvania. 
Output  was  9 percent  more  in  the  East  North  Central  States  and  12  percent  larger  in 
the  South  Atlantic.  Other  increases  were  4 percent  in  the  West  North  Central  States 
and  6 jjercent  in  the  Mountain.
